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BACK TO NORMALCY IN ECUADOR. 
Q E C L U D E D Quito, where it's always afternoon, somno- 
^ 
lent Guayaquil, where “dolce far niente” may be per­ 
fectly enjoyed, are once more in the limelight. Reports from 
each point indicate that the Ecuadoran has ceased his avoca­ 
tion 
of swatting mosquitoes and resumed his vocation of 
•hooting his neighbor full of holes. 


For at least ten centuries carving up his fellowman, or 
plugging his body with unexpected bullets, has been 
the 
Ecuadoran's ruling passion. 
In the Tenth Century, the 
Quito Indians were conquered by their more warlike rivals, 
the Scvris 
Soon after the Scvris put the Quitos 
out 
of 
business the Incas came along and kicked the Scvris down­ 
stair*. 
/ 


When the accomplished cut-throat, Francisco Pibarro, 
landed near what is now Guayaquil a little more than 400 
years ago, he found two Inca 
brothers, 
Atahualpa 
and 
Huascar, who had inherited a divided kingdom from their 
father, engaged, in a revolution that would have warmed 
the cockles of O. Henry’s heart. 
Skillfully playing Huas- 
ear against Atahualpa, Pizarro contrived to incite each to 
undo the other—a formula that has more than once since 
been employed by the white man coveting the red man’s 
domain and possessions. 


It was given to Benalcazar, the Spanish Captain, to 
finish the work begun by Pizzarro. 
In 1534, the Spanish 
yoke had been slipped securely upon the Inca neck. 
For 
300 years less 14, thereafter, the Spanish did to the Indians 
in the neck of the woods now' known as Quito what the Jew 
had done a great many centuries before to the Philistine 
near Jerusalem. 
With the aid of Antonio de Sucre, one of 
Simon Bolivar’s lieutenants, the Ecuadoran in 1820 con­ 
trived to shake off the Spanish yoke. The battle of Pichin- 
cha fought in that year is Ecuador’s “Yorktown.” 
In the 
succeeding 105 years, the history of Ecuador is made up 
almost equally of campaigns directed against the mosquito 
that breeds yellow fever, and of revolutions aimed at the 
political party in power. 


When Major General Gorgas, representing the Rocke­ 
feller Foundation, stamped out yellow fever in ports like 
Guayaquil and inland towns like Quito, students of Ecua­ 
doran character apprehended that extinction of the 
yellow 
fever mosquito would be succeeded by revival of Ecua­ 
dor’s national sport—revolution. These critics held that the 
mosquito was to the Ecuadoran revolutionist what the flea 
is said to be to the dog. The flea keeps the dog from think­ 
ing all the tim. he’s a dog; the mosquito kept the Ecuadoran 
from thinking all the time he was a revolutionist* 


ALIENISTS’ TESTIMONY. 
’THE’, first tive alienists testifying in the case of Russell 
Scott, the alleged murderer under sentence of death in 


Chicago, declared the man to be mentally deficient. 
They 


said, in explanation of their opinions after examining the 


prisoner, thatjie suffered from paranoiac dementia, that he 


had delusions of persecution, that he was not oriented to 


his surroundings in the county jail, etc. On the other harfd, 


the first three of his jailers called to the stand testified that 


they believe the mar. sane. 
Probably the testimony of the 


jailers is really worth more than 
that 
of 
the 
alienists. 


Doubtless tile jailer! are men of ordinary common sense, 


while doubtless the alienists magnify their specialty and 


would find reason to believe anyone mentally deficient if the 


question were raised. 


There are two questions which, in all common sense, 1 


should decide the late of a person accused of a coldblooded 


murder. 
One is: Did he do it? 
The other is: When he 


did it, was he rn mental condition to distinguish right from 


wrong? 
The latter question is generally confused, rather 


tnan clarified, by the testimony of alienists. Think of show­ 


ing clemency to a crafty and brutal murderer on the ground 


that he is not oriented as to his surrounding in the county 


jail! 
We asked a thoughtful man yesterday if he had lead 


the alienists’ testimony in the Scott case in the morning 


paper. 
He said he read the first two paragraphs of it and 


was too disgusted to read further.
